If there is anything our land 
needs today, it is a reconsidera- 
tion of the public Christian service. 
The average church service has 
little of God’s' presence; feels 
nothing of the breath of Heaven 
and .the fullness of the. Holy 
Ghost. In many churches there 
is a deadness, a dead- formalism, 
a dry-eyed religion in the hearts 
of our people and in the expres- 
sion of our service. We need again 
and again to find what the Bible 
says about the public worship ser- 
vice. You -will find nothing in the 
Word of God near what the aver- 
age church does on Sunday morn- 
ing in the worship service. 


The most important hour of the 
week is the hour when God’s peo- 
ple come together for the preach- 
ing of the Word of God. The worst 
sin a preacher can commit is the 
sin of not being a preacher and 
not letting his people hear from 
Heaven when he preaches. 


A fellow said, “Brother Jack, 
my pastor is not a good preacher. 
He’s a good teacher, a good baby- 
sitter. He’s a good baby-kisser, a 
good old folks’ home visitor. He’s 
a good.funeral director.” On the 
ordination papers it doesn’t say he 
is ordained to be a baby-sitter or 
a baby-kisser. Why don’t they 
change his ordination papers to 
say he is ordained to be a funeral 
director, or a hospital visitor? 
Listen, brother, on your ordina- 
tion papers there is the commis- 
sion, ORDAINED TO PREACH! 
Once again today in our pulpits 
we need to magnify the preaching 
of the Word of God. 

‘Now what kind of worship ser- 
vice did the Bible say we ought to 
have? What kind of model did 
God give us? Notice the model 
worship service God gives to His 
people. In the days of Ezra, in 
the book of Nehemiah, they had 
a great revival, a great public 
service. Notice five ingredients of 
this service: 


I, Faithfulness in Attendance 


In Nehemiah 8:1 the Bible says: 
“And ALL the people gathered 
themselves together as one man.” 
- There was faithfulness to the 
preaching service of the Word of 


‘God. -We need to instill 


in our 
people the importance of faithful- 
ness to the preaching service. Up 
and down the land today we are 
building great Sunday Schools, 
great educational plants, and 
many, many churches have enough 
room to take care of twice as 
many in Sunday School as they 
do in the preaching service. We 
are not preparing our people for 
the preaching service. 

My precious friend, as long as 
we build big educational plants 
and small auditoriums; as long 
as we magnify the Sunday School 
and de-emphasize the preaching 
service, we are not going to have 
the breath of God that we ought 
to have in our churches. There

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Do the Wicked Prosper 
and the Godly Suffer?

Much has been said and written) 


on this subject and yet it is ever 
confronting us. The problem is 
by no means a new one. 

The book of Job which is prob- 
ably the oldest literature in exist- 
ence consists chiefly of a discus- 
sion of this question. Job, who 
was perfect and upright and one 
who feared God and eschewed 
evil, was a great sufferer. His 
friends, Eliphaz the Temanite, 
Bildad the Shuhite and Zophar the 
Naamathite, insisted that there 
must be some Hidden sin in Job’s 
life for which he was suffering. 

Job-knew better than that, but 
he was unable to expkain the 
mystery; and in the 21st chapter 


of the book he himself discusses | 


at length our problem: 
“Wherefore do the wicked live, 
become old, yea, are mighty in 
power? Their seed is established 
in their sight with them, and their 
offspring. before their eyes. Their 
houses are safe from fear, neither 
is the rod of God upon them. 
Their bull gendereth, and faileth 
not; their cow calveth, and cast- 
eth not her calf. They send forth 
their little ones like a flock, and 
their children dance. They take 
the timbrel and harp, and rejoice 


: ,at the sound of the organ. They 


spend their days in wealth, and in 
a moment go down to the grave. 
Therefore they say unto God, De 
part from us; for we desire not 
the knowledge of thy ways. What 
is the Almighty, that we should 
serve him? and what profit should 


| we have, if we pray unto him?”— 


vss, 7-15.

God distributeth sorrows in his 
anger. They are as stubble before 
the wind, and as chaff that the 
storm carrieth away. God layeth 
Up his ny for his children: 
know it. His eyes shall see his 
destruction, and he shall drink 
of the wrath of the Almighty. For 
what pleasure hath he in his 
house after him, when the number 
of his months is cut off im the 
midst ?”—vss. 17-21- 

We who have been permitted 
to look behind the scenes in Job’s 
case know that his. sufferings 
were at the hands of Satan by the 
permission of God. “The adversary 
had challenged God concerning 
Job, and God’s answer was. to 
show that He is able to sustain 
His people through every trial.

horse. With what relief he came 
to the campfire, the chuck wagon 
and his companions! 

Perhaps: you have never been 
stalked by a blood-thirsty beast 
of prey. Nevertheless, dear friends, 
there is a wild beast on your trail. 
Swift and pitiless, retribution 
trails you. “Be sure your sin will 
find you out”! 

The men of the tribes of Gad 
and Reuben coveted the fine prai- 
rie land which lay east of the 
Jordan River, and asked that they 
might have it for a possession. 
They promised faithfully that the 
men of their tribes would go arm- 
ed before the nation to drive out 
the inhabitants of Canaan, until 
all the tribes should inherit their 
land. Moses agreed but said, “But 
if ye will not do so, behold, ye 
have sinned against the Lord: and 
be sure your sin will find you 
out” (Num. 32:23). 

There are some things one can 
be sure about. One of them is that 
God Himself in Heaven will see 
to it that sin will be brought to 
judgment. It is part of the nature 
of God to demand that sin be 
exposed and punished.

He 
was then rushed with sirens 
screaming to a hospital in Tulsa 
for a more thorough examination. 
The attending doctor at the hos- 
ae announced that Richard had 
“every chance in the world to 
pull through.’

Someone at Sioux City, Iowa, 


has apparently gotten right with 
God and wants to stay in fellow- 
ship with the Saviour.. At least 
such was indicated when Arnold 
Palmer of Holdenville, Oklahoma, 
received a letter in the mail con- 
taining two $1 bills and a brief 
note. The note read: “For room 
rent due since September 18, 1933. 
$2 paid.’ It was signed, “EH. Co- 
burn.” Palmer revealed that the 
letter had been addressed to “a 
Mr. Palmerton, Whitehouse Hotel, 
Holdenville, Oklahoma.”

This ancient sword is a museum 
piece purchased from a museum 
in Miami, Florida, which import- 
ed the sword from Germany. It 
was evidently made in the Holy 
Land. Underneath the silver plat- 
ing which Dr. Bill Rice had put 
on the ancient blade is a. fine 
tracery of Arabic letters. It is 
believed that in the days of the 
Crusades some German nobleman, 
stationed for some years in Pales- 
tine, had the beautiful sword 
made there and carried it home 
with him. 

I cannot read the Arabic let- 
ters, but now it has another in- 
scription engraved in tiny letters, 

“Presented with love and admiration by 
Bill Rice.” 

And the golden plate which you 
see in the picture, attached in 
the middle of the sword, says, 

“The Sword of the Lord and of John R. 
Rice.”

in my office is 

beautiful cedar 
wood plaque, is supported by 
gold and silver mounted spurs. 
And the plaque hangs upon two 
horseshoes taken. from the feet 
of the Arabian stallion given to 
Dr. Bill Rice by the late king of 


-Jordan. The horseshoes are plated 


with gold. On the plaque is a 
burned outline of the two hemis- 
pheres, representing the world- 
wide ministry of THE SWorpD oF 


THE LORD, and underneath is let- 


tered, 

“This sword is never sheathed.” 

I am deeply charmed by this 
beautiful token and symbol. It is 
expensive. How many hundreds of 
dollars it cost, I do not know. I 
shall always treasure it. 

But the expense and the beauty 
of this great two-edged sword, 
with a long blade, is not the most 
important thing. Most important 
of all is the symbolism. it stands 
for THE SWORD OF THE LorRD. Look 
at it carefully and you will see 
that the fine carved ivory handle 
mounted with silver, which Dr. 
Bill Rice had put on in place of 
the ancient leather winding used 
in battle, all fits the picture of 
the sword on the heading of THE 
SWORD OF THE LorD. God fights 
sin.

“the sword of the Spirit which 
is the word of God.”

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The Boy Whose Breath Was Gone 


You remember, boys and girls, 
in last week’s story how Elijah 
had prophesied that it would not 
rain for three years, and it didn’t. 
Then we were told how God fed 
His prophet Elijah by ravens and 
later through the widow’s oil and 
meal which “wasted not,” but 
lasted all the days of the famine. 
Now there jis more of that won- 
derful story in I Kings, chapter 
17. 

Now you remember the son of 
the widow, her only loved one. 
Her husband was dead and the 
boy was her only child. How she 
must have loved that son! Well, 
after Elijah had been staying and 
eating with them, the son got 
desperately sick. The Bible says, 
“His sickness was so sore that 
there was no breath in him.” I’m 
sure that the dear woman was sad 
and certainly scared. We believe 
that the boy actually died! People 
die when they can’t breathe any 
more, don’t they? Well, she re- 
membered the prophet Elijah, and 
how he had saved their lives be- 
fore by causing the meal to multi- 
ply and the oil to keep on last- 
ing when one would suppose it 
should have been gone, so they 
hadn’t died of starvation. We don’t 
know whether she expected Elijah 
to perform a miracle or whether 
she was just fussing at him, but 
she came to him with her trouble. 


But the God who could furnish 
food for months or years from the 
nearly empty barrel and jug could 
also raise the dead, couldn’t He? 
So the widow took her problem 
to God through His prophet Eli- 
jah. When we are in trouble we 
often remember our sins, and this 
was true of the widow. So she 
said, “Elijah, what have I to do 
with you, O man of God? Are 
you come to me to call my sin to 
memory and to slay my son?” 
Of course she knew that Elijah 
hadn't killed her son but she 
thought God would do whatever 
Elijah asked. I don’t know wheth- 
er she felt like she had. done 
‘wrong in some special thing, or 
whether she just knew she was 
a sinner as we all are. 

In the New Testament, when 
Jesus and His disciples saw the 
man who was born blind, the dis- 
ciples asked, ‘‘Lord, who sinned, 
this man or his parents, that he 
was born blind?” And the Lord 
Jesus told them, “Neither. hath 
this man sinned nor his parents, 
but that the works of God should 
be made manifest in him.’’. And 
then the Lord healed him. So per- 
haps God let this only son of a 
widow woman die so His power 
should be shown to all the people 
in the country of Israel and to 
wicked King Ahab and his terrible 
(ueen Jezebel. 

When Ehjah heard the widow’s 
complaint and saw her grief at 
her son’s death, he said, ‘Give 
me your son.”

Persecution of Christians in Colombia, 
Under Orders of the Roman Catholic Hierarchy 


“Christian Heritage” calls attention to the continued persecution 
of Protestants in Colombia, South America. We quote: 

“On January 17, this year, Protestants, carrying the body of one 
of their members to the Municipal Cemetery of San Vincente, Co- 
lombia, were met by a group of Roman Catholics and their priest as 
they entered the section reserved for Protestants, atheists, \lasons, and 
Communists. ‘he priest shouted that they could not bury their dead 
in San Vincente because they were heretics and followers of the Devil. 
He then grabbed the Protestant pastor and held him while one of his 
crowd beat the pastor with his fists. | 

“Six days later, Floro Pacho, a Paez Indian Christian who served 
as a lay preacher, having worked all day for a neighbor, remained to 
eat dinner and answer questions of the other workers about the Gospel. 
His host-employer picked up a heavy stick and with fury struck Floro 
across the head from behind with so many blows that the man fell 
to the floor dead. 

“On January 24, Protestants of San Vincente were attacked by a 
band of armed men as they left their church after an evening service. 
The mob shouted, “These Protestants must be exterminated!’ [hen 
they fired over 150 bullets into the chapel and a neighboring house. 
The assistant pastor was shot through the head and died instantly. A 
four-year-old boy had his foot blown off and died later in San Juan de 
Dios hospital in Bucaramanga, where he and a woman wounded by the 
gunfire had to be taken after they were denied admittance to the San 
Vincente hospital because they were Protestants. 

“Since 1948, 109 adults and five children, including the fore- 
going, have become Protestant martyrs in Colombia, ‘Twelve additional 
deaths are still under investigation.”’

one of the attributes of God, a 
part of His righteousness and holi- 
ness, that sin cannot get by. Sin 
must be brought to light, must 
be exposed, must be judged, must 
be punished! As certain as there 
is a God, your sin will find you 
out! 


God has sown into all created 
things a demand for retribution 
on sin. When Cain killed his 
brother, Abel, God said, “The 
voice of thy brother’s blood crieth 
unto me from the ground” (Gen. 
4:10). God said that Cain was 
cursed from the earth. The blood 
itself cried out for punishment up- 
on Cain, and God said, “‘When 
thou tillest the ground, it shall 
not henceforth yield unto thee her 
strength; a fugitive and a vaga- 
bond shalt thou be in the earth.” 

When the Lord Jesus rode into 
Jerusalem on the colt of an ass, 
some of the Pharisees from among 
the rejoicing, praising multitude 
said unto Him, “Master, rebuke 
thy disciples” (Luke 19:39). But 
Jesus answered these men, saying, 
“IT tell you that, if these should 
hold their peace, the stones would 
immediately cry out” (Luke 19:40). 
The ground, the very _ stones, 
and all the creation of God are 
set to see that sin is brought to 
judgment and that justice is done! 
It cannot be meaningless that the

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sun turned dark during the cruci- 
fixion, or that in Egypt water 
turned to blood, or that earth- 
quakes, storms and such increase 
as long as man’s wickedness con- 
tinues on this earth. It is a law of 
God, a law of nature, an attribute 
of God Himself, that sin must be 
punished, must be brought to 
judgment! Be sure your sin will 
find you out! 

Nothing is more clearly taught 
in God’s Word than that fact. 
Again and again we are-warned 
of the terrible effects of sin. We 
are told, “The way of transgres- 
sors is hard’ (Prov. 13:15). “The 
soul that sinneth, it shall die,”’ 
says the Scripture (Ezek. 18:4). 
“Be not deceived; God is not 
mocked: for whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap” 
(Gal. 6:7). “The wages of sin is 
death” (Rom. 6:23). The “preach- 
er’ was right when he said, in 
Ecclesiastes 12:14, “For God shall 
bring every work into judgment, 
with every secret thing, whether 
it be good, or whether it be evil.” 
The Word of God says, “Be sure 
your sin will find you out!” 


But outside the Bible, you will 
experience on every hand the 
same plain and terrible fact. Sin 
has a way of coming to light. An 
old proverb of men says, ‘Murder 
will out.” That old saying simply 
expresses the accumulated wisdom 
to the effect that, in nature, in 
the justice of God, as in the Lord’s 
written Word, sin must be, and 
inevitably will be, brought to pun- 
ishment. “The mills of God grind 
slowly, but they grind exceeding 
fine.’ That is the reason why 
criminologists agree that there is 
no such thing as a “perfect 
crime.” By this they mean that 
always there is some clue by 
which the criminal could be found 
out. Some cases are never solved,

Sin betrays it- 
self. God is determined to bring 
it to justice. Even nature sides 
with God to point out the guilty 
sinner, and the sinner’s own con- 
science joins in the hue and cry 
to trail him like bloodhounds 
tracking down an escaped convict.

Sin Will Find You Out In 
Your Face 


Sin leaves a trail, a_ slimy, 
hated, cruelly disfiguring trail. Sin 
leaves marks and brands. The 
very nature of sin is such that 
it cannot remain hidden. So sin 
finds one out in his face. 

The women of America spend 
millions of dollars a year on Cos- 
metics. God bless the poor dears, 
they have to be beautiful. They 
long to be alluring, attractive, and 
lovely. And I do not altogether 
blame them. There is enough of 
ugliness in the world, and God 
Himself is the author of true 
beauty. But to me it seems a 
senseless and blind course to cover 
up the face with cosmetics and 
let true beauty be stolen away 
by sin. God’s Word says that a 
woman’s beauty and adornment 
should be that “meek and quiet 
spirit, which is in the sight of 
God of great price” (I Peter 3:4). 
Worries, criticism, envyings, 
anger, lust and drink leave un- 
mistakable marks on the faces of 
women, Many a time I have talk- 
ed to some young girl, earnestly 
urging her to trust the Saviour, 
and she has lingered and demur- 
red, and postponed the question, 
until I could: see that some evil 
thing was petted and hidden in 
the heart, some little secret de- 
sire, some sinful pleasure, that 
the girl clutched to her heart. 
Repeatedly I have asked this 
question, “Do you dance?” Then 
at times the girl has been star- 
tled and again and again the an- 
swer has been, “Yes, how did you 
know?” Of course I do not always 
know, but the dance is such a 
sensual, lustful thing that it leaves 
certain marks on _= faces. Cer- 
tain muscles about the mouth are 
enlarged, and the face is bruta- 
lized. Sin will find you out in 
your face. 

Two women may go down the 
same street in a, wicked city. One, 
a chaste and. virtuous and godly 
woman with a meek and quiet 
heart, will go, respected and un- 
molested, past a corner where 
loafers stand. Another woman or 
girl, who lives a fast life and per- 
haps has been in open and shame- 
ful sin, may come by the same 
corner to be greeted by sly looks, 
whispered remarks, and the ap- 
proach of “mashers.”’ Not only the 
clothes and the~ paint, but some- 
thing in the bold glance, some- 
thing in the hardened face speaks 
unconsciously that she is a wom- 
an of sin! 

The glassy eye and the poker 
face of the banker, the set smile 
and effusive talk of the politician, 
the coarsened and reddened fea- 
tures of the alcoholic, «and the 
morose countenance of the grum- 
bler all confirm what I am saying, 
that sin finds you out in your 
face. Sin leaves its mark. And do 
not ever think that you can get 
by. with sin without its getting 
out on you. Your sin will find 
you out! 


In Your Body, Too, Sin Will 
Find You Out | 


It seems almost beyond need of 
telling that sin will find you out 
in your body. In your own body 
you will reap what you sow. How 
hardened, how blinded a man 
must be in order to sin! On Moth- 
er Eve, after her sin in the gar- 
den, was pronounced the curse, 
“I will greatly multiply thy sor- 
row and thy conception; in sorrow 
thou shalt bring forth children” 
(Gen. 3:16). It is no doubt be- 


| cause of sin that the age of the 


race has been cut down from 
eight or nine hundred years to 
threescore and ten. Sin finds man 
out in his body. Liquor brings 
“hobnailed liver’ and impaired 
resistance to disease. And ven- 
ereal disease follows hard on the 
trail of the sexually impure. 
Not long ago a doctor in the 
insane ward of Parkland Hospital 
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in Dallas, Texas, said he would 
like to have a Bible for his pa- 
ients that were able to read it. 
I gladly gave him a good Sco- 
field Reference Bible. He told me 
I might visit such of those pa- 
tients as could talk to me and to 
whom I might be a comfort. But 
he said, “There are some of them 
that are past any helping.” I 
replied that the gospel was good 
for the worst cases; but he replied, 
“But I’m talking about some 
whose brains are already partially 
destroyed by syphilis. They are be- 
yond hearing the gospel, or un- 
derstanding it, or making any de- 
cision,” he said. What a fateful 
reality it is that sin finds men 
out in their bodies! 


In Lubbock, Texas, it is said 
a man sat by the sidewalk in a 
wheel chair. A strong young fel- 
low came clicking his heels down 
the walk, and since it was down 
in Texas where people can be: 
friendly with strangers, the crip- 
ple called out to him, “Stranger, 
are you good at mathematics?” 


“Well, what is the problem?” 
the young man smiled. 

“Here is an equation,” the man 
in the wheel chair said. “On one 
side .was fifteen minutes’ pleasure 
down on the Mexican border with 
a little Spanish girl. On the other 
side is twenty-two years of -dis- 
ease, having to be rolled in a 
wheel chair. Now are they equal? 
Was it worth it?” 


“My God, no!” exclaimed the 
horrified lad. 
“Then remember,” said the 


sufferer, “Be sure your sin will 
find you out!” 

The young man. never forgot 

the question. No, no! it was not 
worth it. Sin costs too much— 
it finds you out in your body. 
+ Even a grumbling, ungrateful, 
critical disposition may lead to 
indigestion, to ulcerated stomach, 
even to cancer, many doctors 
think. 

Many think that one can get 
by with sin. You think that you 
can escape the wages of sin. You 
‘think that your sin will not find 
you out. You think that you will 
sin for a little while and then turn 
away from sin and-feel no

Sin Will Find You Out 
In Your Character 


Let no one think that sin stops 
in your face and body. Worse 
yet, sin becomes a part of the 
character of the man or woman 
who sins. The worst thing that 
drink does for the drinker is not 
to weaken his resistance, to in- 
jure his lungs, nor cause cirrhosis 
of the liver. No, the man who 
drinks is not the same man he 
was before drinking. Liquor has 
taken hold of his character. Will 
power is weakened, a_ habit 
“track” is made. Now he is likely 
to drink again, now he will seek 
the society of drinkers. A man 
is not the same after he drinks. 

A girl dances for the first time. 
She tastes the thrill, the sex thrill 
that is the lure of the dance. The 
worst thing that has happened to 
her is something that takes place 
in her character. Part of her mod- 
esty is gone, that gentle, maidenly 
reserve given by God and fostered 
in a.good home. There is a break- 
down of some of the safeguards 
of virture. No girl ‘is*:quite the 
Same who dances or -who goes 
further into indiscriminate sex 
pleasures, cr who pets and necks 
with one who is not her husband, 
her God-given mate. 

When a man steals, or gambles, 
the worst result is not-seen any- 
where but in the character. Some 
moral fiber has been coarsened, 
the ideal has been broken down, 
the high standard has been lower- 
ed. The honest man has become a 
thief. The man who sins is a 
sinner, even when the sin is over. 
Sin finds you out in your charac- 
ter. 

Today at the close of the noon- 
day theatre meeting, a man came 
in, all broken up, to ‘ask for 
prayer. His breath smelled strong- 
ly of whisky. His wife had left 
him. He had lost his job just be- 
fore Christmas. Now, to his shame 
and horror, he finds that he can- 
not’ leave liquor alone, unless God 
in His mercy intervenes. In other 
things the harm caused by booze 
could be overcome. The mistakes 
may be repaired without so much 
trouble. Let him be sober. and 
prove himself strong and upright

needs to be a faithfulness on the 
part of our people to the preach- 
ing of the Word of God. 
Nowadays, an_ old-fashioned 
Hellfire and_ brimstone _ Bible 
preacher is considered a _ freak 
of nature. He is something of an 
odd-ball. He is 
screwball. Listen, the reason is 
that we have tucked underneath 
ourselves this truth that preach- 
ing of the Word of God is the 


answer. I believe in educational 
programs; I believe in Sunday 
Schools; I believe in Training 


Unions; I believe in organizations; 
I believe in promotion, but we 
must magnify to our people the 
importance of faithfulness to the 
preaching of the Word of God. 


II. Forgetting the Time: Make 
Room for God to Work 


In the second place, this Bible 
service not only had faithfulness, 
but it had people who forgot the 
time. In verse 3 it says: 

“And he read therein 
street that was before 
gate from the morning 
GOY cas 6” 

For six long hours he read the 
Word of God. Here was a regular 
Bible service, and half the day he 
read the Word of God. The peo- 
ple didn’t say, “It’s time to go 
home. We usually get through 
by. 12:00 o’clock. Let’s go home.” 
You will never have a church 
that will magnify God; you will 
never have a church where people 
will magnify Christ as they ought 
to; you will never have a gospel 
service that will please God until 
you forget what time it is. Why, 
in many churches the unpardon- 
able sin is to go home after 
twelve. Many people at one min- 
ute past twelve begin shuffling 
in their seats, and if the preacher 
preaches five minutes past twelve, 
the deacons will meet him and 
try to tell him what to do, and 
the WMU will-get mad at>* him, 
and will say, “We’re staying too 
late!” 

Listen! When souls are in the 
balance, when the power of God

ners in the service, we need to 
plead and beg and cry for God to 
save them until we have ex- 
hausted our resources for getting 
them converted. 

And so, they forgot the time. 
You know, many times inv our 
church at Garland our invitations 
have been so long. I recall one 
night we had a man saved on a 
Sunday night—a regular service, 
not a revival—on the 52nd stanza 
of the invitation hymn! That’s 
right-—the 52nd stanza! Twenty- 
five people were saved that night. 
These people forgot the time. Oh, 
when God gives such a _ burden 
for sinners that we don’t care 
what time it is; when we care 


- about one thing and that is that 


people are lost without God and 
headed for Hell—then I believe we 


will have the kind of worship ser-. 


vice God wants’ us to have. 


III. Audience Participation 


Now notice that not only was 
the Bible worship service charac- 


terized by faithfulness and. for-| 


getting the time, but it was 
characterized by participation o 
the people. : 

Verse 6 says, “And Ezra blessed 
the Lord, the great God, And all 
the people answered, Amen, 
Amen, with lifting up their hands: 
and they bowed their heads, and 
worshipped the Lord with their 
faces to the ground.” 

The people didn’t sit there like 
a bunch of wooden Indians. They 
didn’t sit there like a bunch of 
people who were against every- 
thing going on. There was audi- 
ence participation. And I believe 
our services would be nearer what 
God wants them to be if we 
would get our people to partici- 
pate. — 

When I first went to college 
down in East Texas I wanted to 
preach. I’d always thought a 
preacher ought to preach. I didn’t 
have a church and I didn’t have 
any place to preach, so I went out 
in the country. I came to an old 
country church up on a hill. The 
name was St. Mary’s’ Baptist 
Church. (How do you like that 
for a Baptist name?) I walked 
up to a group of people there— 
a group of colored people, stopped 
one of the men and said, “My

name is Hyles.” 

He told me his name was Bus- 
sey. 

I said, “Mr. Bussey, who are 
you?” 

He replied that he was a dea- 
con in the church. 

I said, “I’m a Baptist preacher. 
Do you have preaching every Sun- 
day?” 

“Yes sir, we do.” 

“How about Wednesday night?” 

“No,” he said, “wwe don’t have 
it on Wednesday night.” 

I said, “Could I preach to you 
folks every Wednesday night?” 

He said, “You sure could.” 

So I cut my preaching teeth 
out there in the country in an old 
country church in Marshall, Tex- 
as, preaching to a bunch of color- 
ed folks. Oh, how happy they 
would get! I never did know how 
many were there. We used coal 
oil lamps and we couldn’t see 
each other. I just counted the 
eyes and divided by two, trying 
to decide how many folks were 
there. 

Many a night I’d be preaching— 
oh, I’d be preaching! I’d holler 
and scream and wag my tongue 
and hang from the rafters. They 
would sit there. Just about the 
time I was worn out, old Deacon 
Bussey would say, “He’s a gonna 
start preachin’ in a minute. He’s 
a gonna start preachin’ in a min- 
ute!” I would say to myself, “Oh, 
my soul, I’ve been preaching for 
an hour!” 

All of a sudden his eyes would 
begin to roll and he would sway 
from side to side. After a while 
he would start singing, “What 
could I do widout de Lawd?” 
He would sway and sing, and get 
out in the aisle, and I'd’ stop 
preaching. He would walk down 
the aisle and the people would get 
behind him. They would march 
in line and sway and sing to- 
gether, “What could I do widout 
de Lawd?” And for hours and 
hours many nights we would 
praise and sing praises to God 
and pray. Before long I .was-2in 
the back of the line just going 
along with all the rest of them 
and blessing God. 

You know, I 
thing down there. I 
that God’s people need to be 
expressive in their love _ for 
Him. I learned that God’s people 
need to let down their hair and 
express love for God. And, dear 
preacher friend, if you will get 
your people to participate in the 
service it will be a better service. 

Not long ago I was at a church 
where, when they announced a 
song, the people said “Amen!” 
After a while they announced 
another, number 425, and they 
all said “‘Amen! Praise the Lord!” 

I asked the preacher, ‘“Why did 
you say Amen when they an- 
nounced that number?” 

“Oh, that’s a good song.” 

I said, “Preacher, how do you 
know it is a good song? Do you 
know the song?” 

“No,” he said. 

I asked again, 
know ?”’ 

He said, ‘‘They’re all good in 
our book. We don’t have any bad 
ones.” 

I said, “Well, bless the Lord!’ 

Listen, in many a church. you 
can’t even say “Amen” and get 
by with it. You would be asked to 
leave the building. Yes, we need 
some expressiveness on the part 
of the congregation. 

Every preacher should attend 
a Jewelry Auction. Years ago my 
wife and I were in Hot Springs, 
Arkansas, on vacation. They were 
having a Jewelry Auction.. I said 
to my wife, ‘““Now, Honey, let’s go 
down there, but let’s not say one 
word because .we don’t want to 
buy anything. Let’s go down there 
and nct bid on a thing. We will sit 
way in the back and not say 
anything, but watch those suckers 
bite.’ So, we went. We had a 
seat on the back. 

The fellow said, “I have an 
iron; a folding iron; a travel iron. 
I want to sell it for one dollar. 
Who'll bid now, now, now, now, 
who'll, who'll, who'll, who'll bid 
two; now, now, now who’'lh bid 
three?”’ 

‘One fellow said, “I’ll bid two!” 

The auctioneer said, “Sold for 
two dollars!” 

I told my wife, “That thing 
is worth two dollars. We should’ve

Say a word.” So we didn’t buy 
a thing—we just sat back there.

Finally the auctioneer, realizing 
what was going on, said, ‘“Who’s 
here from Texas?” 

Before we knew it my wife and 
I jumped up and said, “We are!”

We had 
participated. An _  hour-and-a-half 
later we walked out of that place 
with $56 worth of merchandise. 
We had to come home early from 
our vacation because we were 
broke!

In our churches if our 
people would be taught to par- 
ticipate in the song service, in 
saying “Amen,” in smiling, in the 
informality of the service, in 
handshaking—if they were taught 
these things, they would. come 
nearer responding during the in- 
vitation.

TV. A Strong Pulpit 


The Bible worship service was 
characterized first by faithfulness; 
second by forgetting the time; 
third by participation. In the 
fourth place, this Bible service 
had a strong pulpit. In verse 4 it 
says, “And Ezra the scribe stood 
upon a pulpit of wood.’ Notice 
that—he stood on it. That’s right 
—he stood on a pulpit of wood. 
In. those days they believed in the 
pulpit. Listen! Our preaching ser- 
vices need to be characterized by 
the preaching of the Word of God 
and by a strong pulpit. I tell my 
people, ‘“‘We need preaching. We 
need real preaching—hair-raising, 
barn-shaking, shingle-pulling, win- 
dow-rattling, » . foundation-curling 
preaching.” We: need it again in 
our churches. I tell my preacher- 
boys, “Preach! I mean -preach! 
Don’t be a little namby-pamby 
effeminate sissy! Preach when you 
get in the pulpit. Preach the Word 
of God, as a prophet of God. Get 
excited about something.”’ 

If nothing else, get against ball- 
point pens! Tell the people that 
the trouble with our nation is 
ballpoint pens. Why, the very idea 
that ballpoint pens many times 
won’t write checks, and_ that 
breaks the economy of our nation. 
And you can’t write your wife 
a letter, and that breaks up the 
homes of our nation. You. can’t 
write your sweetheart because 
they fail in the most crucial times, 
and that breaks up the romance 
of our nation. Congress can’t write 
good with ballpoint pens, and that 
breaks up the politics of our na- 
tion. The trouble with our nation 
is ballpoint pens! Of course, we 
know that is not true, but I know 
this: We need to get excited once 
again. 

If Jesus saves, let’s tell the 
world about it. If salvation is real, 
let’s preach about it. Let's get 
excited because God. is wonderful, 
salvation is good and free, Jesus 
is the Saviour, Heaven is real, 
Hell is escaped, and by God’s 
grace we're His children. Build 
your preaching service on a strong 
pulpit.

ted to look behind the scenes, and 
to tell why in specific cases the 
wicked prosper and the godly suf- 
fer, 

It is often pointed out in the 
Word of God that the end of the 
wicked is so terrible, and the end 
of the righteous so glorious as to 
provide a _ sufficient incentive to 
the righteous. Says the psalmist: 

“T have seen the wicked in 
great power, and spreading him- 
self like a green bay tree. Yet he 
passed away, and, lo, he was not: 
yea, I sought him, but he could 
not be found. Mark the perfect 
man, and behold the upright: for 
the end of that man is peace. 
But the transgressors shall be de- 
stroyed together: the end of the 
wicked shall be cut off. But the 
salvation of the righteous is of 
Jehovah: he is their strength in 
the time of trouble. And Jehovah 
shall help them, and deliver them: 


he shall deliver them from the 
wicked, and save them, because 
they trust in him’—Ps. 37:35-40. 


The 73rd Psalm is devoted en- 
tirely to our problem. 

“Truly God is good to Israel, 
even to such as are of a clean 
heart. But as. for me, my _ feet 
were almost gone; my steps had 
well nigh slipped. For I was en- 
vious: at the foolish, when I saw 
the prosperity of the wicked. For 
there are no bands in their death: 
but their strength is firm.: They 
are not in trouble as other men: 
neither are they plagued like oth- 
er men. Therefore pride compas- 
seth them about as a chain; vio- 
lence covereth them as a garment. 
Their eyes stand out with fatness: 
they have more than heart could 
wish. They are corrupt, and speak 
wickedly concerning oppression: 
they speak loftily. They set their 
mouth against the heavens, and 
their tongue walketh through the 
earth. Therefore his people re- 
turn hither: and waters of a full 
cup are wrung out to them. And 
they say, How doth God know? 
and is there knowledge in the 
most High? Behold these are the 
ungodly, who prosper in_ the 
world; they increase in riches. 
Verily I have cleansed my heart 
in vain, and washed my hands in 
mnocency. For all the day long 
have I been plagued, and chas- 
tened every morning.”’-—vss. 1-14. 

But while the psalmist’s ‘feet 
were almost gone,” and his “steps 
had well nigh slipped,” he did not 
altogether fall into the way of 
misjudging God concerning the 
prosperity of the wicked. For he 
goes on as follows: 

“If I say, I> will speak thus; 
behold, I should .offend against 
the generation of thy children. 
When I thought to know this it 
was too painful for me; until I 
went into the sanctuary of God; 
then understood I their end. Sure- 
ly thou didst set them in slippery 
places: thou castedst them down 
into destruction. How are they 
brought into desolation, as in a 
moment; they are utterly con- 
sumed with terrors. As a dream 
when one awaketh; so, O Lord, 


when thou awakest, thou shalt 
despise their image. Thus my 
heart was grieved, and I. was 
pricked in my reins. So_ foolish 


was I, and ignorant: I was as’ a 
beast before thee.’—vss. 15-22. 

I heard of a woman, the godly 
wife of an ungodly husband, who 
surprised her husband and his un- 
godly friends, 9s well as her own 
godly friends, by her patience and 
kindness to her husband and. his 
wicked partners in sin. It ‘is said 
that her husband was in the habit 
of coming home at almost any 
time of day or night with a crowd 
of his friends and.ordering her to 
prepare them an elaborate meal. 
She always responded patiently 
and cheerfully without a word of 
complaint. Finally one of her

If we will expect them, we will 
have them. By God’s grace, there 
are sinners in the balance. We 
need to get back to the old-time 
preaching of the Word of God 
and having a real Bible worship 
service. 

Let us pray for God to stir 
our preachers, set fire in our pul- 
pits, and lead us to make “every 
service a revival service” in our 
churches!

As a Christian woman put it to 
me recently: “The Lord knows 
that I am not questioning His 
wisdom nor His love nor His pow- 
er; but can you give me any light 
upon the mystery concerning the 
sufferings of God’s own dear peo- 
ple?”

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and his heart was merry, and he 
would say the words, “Smite Am- 
non!” that they were to kill the 
young prince who had raped his 
half sister, Absalom’s own sister. 
So Amnon died. Absalom was ban- 
ished for a time, and when he 
came back could not see David's 
face. But David was not done with 
his sin yet. Soon Absalom won 
the hearts of the people, the great 
rebellion came, David ran for his 
life, mocked and hated. Later, in 
the decisive battle, he entreated, 
“Deal gently for my sake with 
the young man, even with Ab- 
salom.” They found Absalom with 
his hair caught in the branches 
of an oak. They killed him with 
darts and buried him deep be- 


neath the piled-up stones in a 
canyon. When David _ inquired 
about Absalom, the messenger 


said, ‘May all the enemies of my 
lord the king be as that young 
man is today.’ If you want to 
know that your sins will find you 
out, watch poor. brokenhearted 
David as he climbs the steps of 
the gate tower, crying out, “O my 
son Absalom, my son, my son Ab- 
salom! would God I had died for 
thee, O Absalom, my son, my 
son!’ I tell you, sin does not pay! 
Your sin will find you out in your 
children. 

When my tirst baby was born, 
I was much interested when I 
saw the doctor and nurse drop- 
ping some antiseptic solution in 
each eye of the -newborn. baby. 
I said to the doctor, “Doctor, you 
don’t need to do that with my 
baby, thank God!” But he, an 
old friend of the family, said, “TI 
know that, John, but the state 
law requires that every newborn 
baby must have an_ antiseptic, 
equal to one per cent silver 
nitrate solution, dropped in each 
eye.” Then I learned that sixty 
per cent (six out of every ten, 
sixty out of every hundred) of 
children blind from birth, are 
blind because they were infected 
by the mother at birth, infected 
with venereal disease and blinded 
on account of the sins of fathers 
or mothers. Sin is always horrible, 
but how horrible it is when it 
comes to light in our beloved chil- 
dren! Some one has said that one 
who has children has given host- 
ages to fortune. 

I warn you now, every man or 
woman who has: children, every 
young person who expects to have, 
you had better beware of sin. That 
hateful, awful, hellish, tragic 
thing will find you out in your 
children! 

Children sin like their fathers. 
Sons walk in their fathers’ foot- 
steps. Girls turn out to be like 
their mothers were. The sin over 
which you grieve and which you 
despise may be the very. pattern 
that your children will follow. As 


certain as there is a God in Heay-" 


en, your sin will find you out! 
In a Burning, Remorse- 
Stricken Conscience, Sin 
Will Find You Out 

Some people seem as if con- 
science were dead. There are men 
who laugh at their mother’s 
prayers, who curse in the faces 
of their wives, and who scoff at 
all thought of Heaven and Christ 
and the gospel. Some seem to 
have no sense of sin. It may not 
seem likely, but I tell you it is 
true—-sin will find you out in your 
conscience. That little spark of 
celestial fire called conscience, 
which God put in your breast to 
be a monitor of good—one day 
that conscience will come to life 
and will be like maggots of re- 
morse to gnaw, unceasingly and 
pitilessly, into your soul! 

I remember reading a news- 
paper clipping several years ago, 
how in a western state, Idaho, or 
Montana, a cattle man and busi- 
ness man went to a United States 
marshal’s office, and said, “I have 
come to give myself up—I am 
wanted for murder.” The aston- 
ished marshal would not believe 
him. The man was a well-known 
citizen, loved and respected, with 
a fine family. He was known to 
be honest and upright in his deal- 
ings. He. had accumulated prop- 
erty and a good name. Yet he 
insisted he was a murderer. On 
his insistence, the official wired 
back to Vermont, where twenty- 
three years before, the poor man 
said, he had been guilty of mur- 
der. He had fled away under an 
assumed name, had gone west, 
had married, had lived straight 
and made good. But sure enough, 
a man had been murdered, and 
one man of the name given had 


been suspected, but had never 
been found. The _ surrendered 
criminal must be sent back to the 
East to face the charge of murder 
and be tried for his life. 

“Why did you do it?” asked the 
United States marshal. “You had 
made good. You have _iived 
straight. You have a right to free- 
dom. You owe something to your 
family. Surely you have repented 
long ago and you have proven 
your desire to go straight. Why 
in the world did you come back 


never have been traced to you?” 

“T’ll tell you why,” said the 
pale-faced, trembling-fingered 
man. “I never walk down the side- 
walks of this town, meeting my 
many friends, but that if someone 
jostles unexpectedly against my 
elbow, my heart leaps with fear 
and trembling. I expect an officer 
to say, ‘Come with me. You are 
under arrest for murder.’ I have 
lived in hell these twenty-three 
years, a hell of a tormenting con- 
science. In the night if the wind 
blows the limb of a tree against 
the side of the house, I. wake 
startled, with my heart in my 
mouth, half expecting someone to 
be beating on the front door with 
the handle of a six-shooter saying, 
‘Open, in the name of the law!’ 
I’ve got to face this matter and 
get it off my conscience.” 

Hiow many, many times does a 
preacher hear from souls torment- 
ed by accusing consciences! A 
woman standing in my services 
once, hesitated to come to Christ, 
saying, “I can never forget what 
I have done.” Many times sinners 
believe they have sinned away 
their opportunity for’ salvation. 
Suicide is often but the result of 
tormenting conscience. I tell you 
now, that one day your conscience 
will awake and burn like fire, if 


you go on in sin. Be sure your 
Sin will find you out in your 
conscience! 


Sins Come Out Publicly, 
With Open Shame 


We cannot select the time and 
place when sin is to catch up 
with us. It is a part of the tragic 
bitterness of sin that it must come 
out openly, publicly. Remember, 
that which was whispered in se- 
cret will be shouted from. the 
housetops. There is something in 
the very nature of sin that makes 
it show itself. Sin is like a cancer 
that eats its way to the surface 
and becomes apparent after it has 
poisoned the whole body. Sin is 
like the smallpox which marks 
its victim publicly. Sin does not 
always bring judgment immedi- 
ately, and sometimes the punish- 
ment is long delayed. But sooner 
or.Jater, according to the plain 
warning of God, sin must come to 
judgment, and often, to public 
judgment. 

I remember that Rev. W. W. 
Melton of Waco, Texas, told how, 
as a boy, he planted cotton seed 
for his older brother. He begged 
to get off and planned to go swim- 
ming, but the older brother insist- 
ed that the boy could not go swim- 
ming until he had planted all the 
cotton seed. The sun kept getting 
lower, and the cotton seed did 
not diminish very rapidly. Finally 
the lad dug a hole in the ground 
and planted all the cotton seed 
in one place and covered them up 
and went swimming. But a little 
while after there came a big rain, 
and the cotton seed sprouted, and 
those planted all in one _ hole 
sprouted, too. The crusted ground 
buckled where they were, and 
some cotton plants began to ap- 
pear. Finally the older’ brother 
found the place and the whole 
story came out. So sin reveals 
itself and comes out in public 
Shame and public disgrace. Be 
sure your sinS will find you out! 

The God who hears the prayer 
in secret closets and _- answers 
them openly is the same God who 
sees the sly sin hidden in the 
wicked heart and brings it to open 
and public judgment. 

Some years ago, I remember, 
a man prominent in the church 
life in a north Texas town, a 
well-known citizen, a grocer, was 
arrested and charged with Sys- 
tematic looting of express pack- 
ages. He was tried and convicted 
and sent for five years to the 
penitentiary. How shocked were 
all his friends, including my own 
father. His sin was secret, prob- 
ably small at first, until it grew 
and grew and got a deadly hold 
upon him. And then, finally it 
dragged him out to open shame 
before his family and church, and 


to disgrace before the world. Sin 
finds one out in public! 

“No one will ever know,” says 
Satan in enticing sinners. But 
don’t you believe that old liar— 
someone will know, and likely as 
not everybody will know of the 
sin. God has promised that your 
sin will find you out. Eventually 
sin can but lead to open shame. 
Many a girl has listened to that 
lie, “‘No.one will ever know,” and 
later found herself the shamed 


'mother of a‘nameless babe. Many 
to confess the crime which could | 


a bright young man has believed 
“no one will ever know” and 
taken money he expected .to re- 
place, but could n6t, and gone to 
prison as an embezzler and thief! 
Sin will out! 


Your Sin Will Find You Out In 
‘Hell And The-Judgment 


It is true that never in this 
life will all of one’s sins find 
him out. Some sins are. secret, 


that will not here in this life be 
made public. Some crimes will not 
come to trial, and some criminals 
who are tried will not be proved 
the black-hearted and guilty sin- 
ners that they are. All the wick- 
edness of a human heart does not 


show, sometimes, in a handsome 
face. God’s mercy is so great that 
children escape part (not all) of 


the deadly influence of fathers’ 
and mothers’ sins. It is true that 
in the face, the body, the charac- 
ter, in conscience, in children, and 
publicly, sin will find you out. 
But that is not the compiete ret- 
ribution of sin. These things 
do not end the matter. Man’s sins 
find him out in Hell and the 
judgment! 

Do not think that Hell is sim- 
ply a place where a hard-hearted 
God confines people arbitrarily and 
heaps upon them suffering, while 
He gloats over their pain. No, 
no! Hell is simply the mad-house 
of retribution which every sinner 
prepares for himself. The Scrip- 
ture says, “The wages of sin is 
death” (Rom. 6:23). The sinner 
who goes to Hell reaps exactly 
what he sowed. Hell is simply 
the wages of sin. Those who go

to Heaven ride on a pass and 
enter into blessings that they 
never earned, for “the gift of God 
is eternal life.” But all who go 
to Hell pay their own way. Hell 
is absolute justice. Men go to Hell 
because they are sinners, and then 
stay in Hell eternally because 
they are still sinners, aliens, reb- 
els, unreconciled and condemned 
sinners. Poor sinner, if you reject 
Christ and land in Hell, then and 
not till then will you really un- 
derstand how terrible sin is! Sin 
will come home to the sinner in 
the fires of Hell! 

But God Himself must be clear- 
ed of the wicked charges of un- 
godly men. Sinners love to blame 
God for Hell. But God has ar- 
ranged it that every lost sinner 
shall be dragged out of Hell and 
get a resurrection body, and then 
that he shall stand before God in 
the Great White Throne Judg- 
ment, pictured in Revelation 
20:11-15. God has promised plainly 
that every knee should bow . 
and that every tongue should con- 
fess that Jesus Christ is Lord, 
to the glory of God the Father” 
(Phil. 2:10, 11). So God will open 
His record books, and men will 
be judged according to their works 
out of the things written in the 
books. There men will confess 
their own sins. 
ness in all the universe of God 
will be brought forward to prove 
the guilt. There men shall give 
an account for every idle word 
uttered. There the lusts of the 
heart, the desires that were never 
mentioned, the sins that never 
took place outwardly—all these 
will be brought to judgment then. 
Then every angel in Heaven, every 
demon in Hell and all the assem- 
bled billions of the earth’s popula- 
tion of all ages, will come to 
know what a sinner you are and 
have been! Then, surely, in the 
presence of every being God ever 
created, you may be sure that 
your sin will find you out! That 
judgment is for unsaved sinners, 
sinners that die in their sin with- 
out repentance and without for- 
giveness. But, oh, what a horrible 
climax to a life of sin when 
Christ-rejecting sinners are found 
out by their sin at the judgment 
bar of Almighty God! 


Ruined Sinners—All of Us! 


All I have said thus far is true, 
but if it be true, oh, what terrible 
woe awaits the human race! For 
all of us are sinners. “There is 
no difference: For all have sinned, 
and come short of the glory of 
God,” says the Scripture (Rom. 
3:22, 23). And if we are sinners, 
then what about the words of God, 
“The wages of sin is death,” and 
“The soul that sinneth, it shall 
die”? All of us are sinners, and 
so all of us should be haunted 
by the terrible woe of pursuing 
sins. Our sins must find us out, 
all of us! 


An Escape for Ruined 
Sinners! 


All that I have said is true, 
but, thank God, there is another 
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note about sin. God saw the ruin 
of the human race, pursued by 
our own sins, justly condemned, 
certain for disgrace and misery 
and shame and eternal torment. 
God loved us, wicked as we are, 
and gave His Son to die for us. 
And the Lord Jesus Christ was 
willing to receive in Himself all 
the wrath of God against sin. Our 
sins were laid on Jesus Christ. 
Isaiah 53:6 says, “All we like sheep 
have gone astray; we have turned 
every one to his own way; and the 
Lord hath laid on him the iniquity 
Of us all.” 


Remember that in the wilder- 
ness Moses was_ instructed to 
raise a brazen serpent on a pole, 
so that whosoever would might 
look and live. That brazen ser- 
pent pictured Jesus Christ. He 
who knew no sin became sin 
for us, that we might be made 
righteous (II Cor. 5:21). Else- 
where, Jesus could only be pic- 
tured by a lamb without blemish. 


.| He is the pure and holy and sin- 


less one, But on the cross Jesus 
Christ must be pictured as full 
of sin, covered with sin. In fact, 
He was full of sin—my sin and 
yours, and all.the sins of the 
world! So He was pictured by the 
brazen snake. The snake was for 
Sin, and brass is the metal of judg- 
ment. God’s judgment on sin all 
fell on Jesus on the cross. Now 
those of us who are willing to 
let Jesus be our. Substitute and 
take our place and our blame 
and suffer for our sin, all of us 
who are willing to have Him as 
our Saviour, are forgiven § and. 
saved from the terrible results of 
sin! 

You who will not take Jesus 
Christ and flee to Him for refuge 
will find yourselves hounded and 
pursued by your own sins and so 
certain of eternal ruin. © 


Yes, I am a guilty sinner. I 
ought to go to Hell and there reap 
the torments that my sins justly 
deserve. But thanks be to God, 
Jesus Christ tasted death for 
every man, and so tasted death 
for me! When He suffered the 
agony of death in the Garden of 
Gethsemane, when God the Father 
turned His face away from Him 
on the cross, when all the demons 
of Hell wreaked on Him their 
vengeance and He felt the shame 
and heartbreak that justly is the 
due of every sinner in the world, 
then He made it possible for me to 
be forgiven! Thank God that my 
sins were laid on Christ and I am 
set free. I do not need to go to Hell. 
God does not want me to go to 
Hell. God wants me-to be for- 
given. He wants me to be happy! 
He wants me to be His child! So 
I have put my trust in Christ and 
He has wiped out all my sins 
like a thick cloud. He has buried 
them in the depths of the sea 
and will remember them against 
me no more forever. I can say 
with David and with Paul, “Bless- 
ed are they whose iniquities are 
forgiven, and whose sins are cCov- 
ered. Blessed is the man to whom 
the Lord will not impute sin” 
(Rom. 4:7,8 and Psalm 32:1, 2). 

My sins will not find me out at 
the last judgment, for Christ was 
judged for my sins. He took the 
shame and humiliation before the 


multitudes of the earth. Stripped 


naked, tormented, beaten, spit up- 
on, mocked at, blasphemed, offer- 
ed vinegar and gall, Jesus took 
what was my just due, and died 
as a sinner. Thank God, then, 
that I will not have to come to the 
last judgment and be judged for 
my sins. Sinner, your only hope 
is to run to Jesus for mercy and 
salvation before your sins find 
you out. 


The Rabbit That Didn’t 
Need a Refuge 


When I was nine years old my 
family moved to a cattle ranch 
in West Texas. Coyotes, the slink- 
ing, dog-like wolves of the prai- 
ries, had been killing Calves, 
and so my father had sent for a 
beautiful, thoroughbred grey- 
hound. He was coal-black in color, 
and so we called him ‘“Coaley.” 
And when the men were busy 
with the cattle, with crops, or 
building fences, Coaley chased 
rabbits. Long-eared jack rabbits 
were. numerous, and how often I 
watched Coaley chase them and 
kill them. 


There were some other dogs at 


the ranch, two collie pups and a 
little bench-legged bulldog. They, 
too, ran jack rabbits. Yes, they 
ran them, but never caught them, 
for jack rabbits are proud and 
speedy creatures, and very rarely 
any but the greyhound catches a 
full-grown jack rabbit. The collie 
pups would bark furiously, and 
the jack rabbit would lay one 
ear back and lope easily away. 
The little dogs would come back 
to the house, panting and happy 
since they chased the rabbit out 
of the country and had a morning 
exercise! 


I never saw a jack run into a 
hole. The prairies were dotted 
with prairie-dog towns, with many 
holes, and many badger holes. 
There were’ granaries (grain 
barns), haystacks, and sometimes 
near creeks there were hollow logs 
or little caves, but I never knew 
a jack rabbit to take refuge in 
any such place. No, the proud and 
arrogant jack (sometimes called 
the “mule-eared rabbit’) always 
ran the race out. It seemed as if 
his proud and _ haughty = spirit 
would not admit he needed any 
help, any refuge. The jack rabbit 
always depended upon his own 
hind legs. 

But when old Coaley, the grey- 
hound, began to chase rabbits, 
then business really did pick up. 
Many a jack rabbit, when Coaley 
began to bay, galloped languidly 
away as if this were just another 
collie pup on an idle chase. But 
it was not long before that jack 
rabbit would lay back both ears 
and run for dear life, for then 
the dog, like a black fury, like 
avenging judgment, would be at 
his heels! How many times I 
threw my hat in the air and 
shouted until I was hoarse! I have 
seen a rabbit dodge, and Coaley’s 
feet would fly out from under him, 
and he would hit the ground with 
a bump, but then he was up and 
gone again until the rabbit was 
caught. If the rabbit got between 
cotton rows, it would only take 
a few yards, for he could not 
dodge. And in any fair chase, there 
was always one conclusion; if 
Coaley tried, he caught the rabbit. 
Many a time I picked up a big 
heavy jack rabbit, weighing some- 
times eight or ten pounds, and all 
of him running muscles, the big 
thick back and the ham muscles, 
with tiny front feet. And many 
times I have thought that a jack 
rabbit is a gallant runner, but 
there was never one made that 
could outrun, in an open stretch, 
a thoroughbred greyhound. ‘Too 
proud to hide, too self-confident 
to run to shelter, spurning the 
hole in the ground or a ledge of 
rock, the jack rabbit depended 
upon himself and lost! 


But there is another kind of 
rabbit in West Texas, the tiny 
“cotton-tail.”” He is only about a 
third the size of the jack rabbit, 
and lives in the brush. He hops 
along, waving his little white flag 
of truce behind him, a timid and 
defenseless creature. One day my 
father and I went fishing in the 
west fork of the Brazos River. 
As we drove along in the buggy, 
my father said, “Son, look out 
for bait. We must have something 
to bait our hooks or we will have 
no supper tonight.” In the brush 
of the river bottom a little cotton- 
tail rabbit suddenly hopped across 
the trail in front of us. With a 
roar of barking, the hound that 
had been trotting behind the bug- 
gy plunged by us and out into the 
brush after the tiny cottontail 
rabbit. I thought, ‘“Too bad, little 


too many long-legged jack rabbits. 
You have no chance. We will have 
bait for our hooks tonight.” 

But suddenly, out to the left 
in the brush and trees, the dog’s 
bark changed in tone. There was 
something frantic, disappointed, in 
it. If a dog could talk, that one 
would have been saying, “Come 
out and fight like a man, you dirty 
coward!” At first I wondered if 
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rabbit. I’ve seen old Coaley chase | | a— 


[the dog had run onto a bobcat, 


or some other larger game. I 
jumped out of the buggy, pushed 
my way out through the brush, 
and there I found the dog howling 
and scratching. and whining at a 
rock half as big as a house! But 
under the over-hanging ledge of 
this rock, not more than four 
inches above the ground, the little 
rabbit had run. Down on hands and 
knees I saw him, far back under 
the rock. He was trembling in ex- 
citement, and breathing heavily. 
His little eyes protruded with fear, 
but he was perfectly safe. The 
helpless little rabbit had the good 
sense to run to a place of safety! 
He could not depend upon his 
own legs. He might well have said 
to himself, “I am nothing but a 
little cottontail rabbit. I can’t out- 
run a dog, any kind of a dog. My 
only safety is in finding a hiding 
place.” So he ran under the rock, 
and there he was perfectly safe. 
I called the whining, complaining 
dog away, and later we shot a 
crow for fish bait. The little cot- 
tontail rabbit was safe in his 
refuge! 

I did not see it then, but many 
times since I have thought of these 
two rabbits, the  long-legged, 
proud, independent. jack rabbit, 
that never seeks a place of safety, 
and the timid little cottontail, who 
immediately runs to a safe ref- 
uge at the first alarm. They pic- 
ture the two attitudes of sinners. 
Some men say, “I'll take my 
chance. I am not afraid.” So they 
try to outrun sin’ and Satan 
themselves. They depend on re- 
form, on morality, while sure and 
certain their sin is on their trail 
and must find them out. But some 
others, thank God, see_ their 
danger and run to Christ for mercy 
and salvation. 

There was a time when I heard 
the hounds of Hell baying hard 
on my trail. I knew I was a sin- 
ner. I realized I was lost. Justice 
would never do for me—lI needed 
mercy. Only the mercy and for- 
giveness of God could save my 
poor soul. So I ran to Jesus Christ, 
a sinner’s only .refuge. Of Him 
says Isaiah 32:2: “And a man 
shall be as an hiding place from 
the. wind, and a covert from the 
tempest; as rivers of water in a 
dry place, as the shadow of a 
great rock in a weary land.’ 
Christ is the rock of refuge! He 
is my fortress, He is my defense, 
my safety, the Lord Jesus Christ, 
who has paid for my sins.

Thank God, I have no dread of 
this heavy schedule. I love to 
preach. I will take a portable dic- 
tating machine with me, and get 
letters and sermons written be- 
tween times, God willing. 

Recently I flew from Knoxville 
to Cincinnati, and my seat mate 
was a man who said, “I have been 
on vacation at Knoxville, but it 
rained nearly every day and I 
didn’t get in much fishing. But 
after January I will retire and can 
fish all I want to.” He approaches 
sixty-five. From Cincinnati to Chi- 
cago this seat was taken by the 
Catholic bishop of the Solomon 
Islands who came home because of 
his health, and was praying that 
he could go back to his mission 
field, although he was sixty-six.
